Six Players Quit Stndebakers and 
Three Games In Leopnc Sea- 
son Arc Forfeited By 
T.'te Club. 



Tuesday's Lexington Herald says: 
Cla'ming- :nat bIx of his regulars 
Jumped thei; contracts Monday morn- 
ing, Business Manager Jess Morton of 
the Lexington Studebakers announced 
Monday night that Lexington had for- 
feited the remaining three games on 
the Studebaker schedule, including Uie 
contest scheduled for Mt Sterling 
Monday afternoon.

THE BONUS VETO. 

In tli.' clearest ih.smI.1o terms the President sets forth in his mes- 
sage ,o Congress the undeniable reasons against the enactment of a 
bonus law granting large sums in the aggregate to the American vet- 
, tans of the great war. His veto is stronger even than it was expect- 
ed to he— so strong in its terms, so unavailable in its logic, that it 
can hardly be conceived that it will fail to appeal to one-third of one 
branch Of Congress an deffect the defeat of the measure at least for 
this session. 

The President puts his objections distinctly upon the grounds .>! 
the inability of the country at this time to bear the burden of th ■ 

bonus. lie shows, in figures that cannot be questioned 
Treasurw OS in no condition now to meet the additional C 
the proposed bonus will entail, estimated at *1 46.0011,000 during 1!>22. 
(825,000.000 for 1024. 114,000,000 for 1026 and *:112.000,000 for 1926, 
r. total in four years of $796,000,000. and o tatal estimated cost of 
more than four billions. 

With no means provided in the measure for the raising of this 
additional revenue: with a deficit now in immediate prospect owing 
to the fact that government expenditures have not been brought 
down to the point of income: with enormous sums going out annually 
in support o fthe disabled veterans of the war. aggregating, it is 
estimated, more than .f2o.000.d00.000 before the end of the course of 
provisions tor their eare. treatment and aid, the President regards 
this proposition as unfair to the country, as imposing an unjust 
burden upon the people, and as therefore inadmissible, even though 
there prevails a spirit of unbounded gratitude for and sympathy with 
the men who gaw themselves in the nation's service in time of its 
great need. 

Expressing the keenest concern for the welfare of those for 
whose aid this bill lias been dratted and passed by Congress, th" 
President rejects it as a dangerous abuse o fthe public credit. The 
certificate plan of payment proposed by it is. he says, -little les> 
than certified inability of the government to pay. and invites a prac- 
tice on sacrificial barter" which he cannot sanction. 

In one paragraph the President stronuly states the whole case 
against the bonus: 

To add one-sixth of the total sum of nur public debt for a dis- 
tribution among less than 5,000.000 nut of 1l0.ii00.iMi0. whether in- 
spired by grateful sentiment or political expediency, would under- 
mine the confidence on which our credit is builded and establish the 
precedent of distributing public funds whenever the proposal and 
the numbers affected make it seem politically appealing to do so. 

No matter what the political expediency of their votes to over- 
ride the veto, members of Congress cannot fail to recognize the sound 
common sense of the President's message. lie has pointed out the 
wrong that is proposed and stated the case for the people who must 
pay the cost of this measure. Many of those who will vote to pass 
the bill, the objections of the President to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, will privately applaud his course. Many of the veterans of the 
war, organized and otherwise, are themselves strongly opposed to 
the "adjusted compensation" plan. The people generally, outside 
of circles identified with the interests of the veterans of the war. 
regard the measure from precisely the same standpoint as that taken 
by the President in his veto. 

President Harding his by his action in this matter rendered an 
invaluable service to the country. — Washington Star. 
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AGAINST PUBLIC WELFARE. 
_____ 

On the eve of the settlement of the shopcraft strike, the Amer- 
ican Federal ion of Labor went on record as endorsing the strike and 
promising the strikers "every assistance within its power." At the 
same moment that the shopcraft leaders were practically admitting 
that they had been wrong, the Federation of Labor was encouraging 
them to go on with the strike. Thus the Federation adds to its list 
of previous acts against public welfare and fair dealing. The Fed- 
eration backed the policemen's strike in Boston; it backed the threat 
in 1910 to tie up the railroads of the country unless Congress passed 
a specified bill by a specified hour: it backed the steel strinke en- 
gineered bv, the I. \V. W. leader, Foster, whom Gompers later de- 
nounced for his radicalism. The shop # crafts struck against a reduc- 
tion in wages ordered after due hearing of both sides before the 
Railroad Labor Hoard composed of representatives of labor, of the 
roads, and of the public. It was a strike against the government and 
against the people, who pay the costs of operating the railroads. The 
leaders of the shopcrafts have no negotiated settlements with many- 
roads, under which the men go back to work at the wages fixed by 
the Hoard. Yet the Federation of Labor goes on record as endorsing 
the strike. As often remarked, union labor can be injured— only by 
its supposed friends. 

THE ECONOMIC CIRCLE 

The wages paid in any industry determine to a lurge extent the 
price at which the products of that industry must be sold. If, there- 
fore, the wages of one industry be raised in order to meet the cost of 
living, the price of the products of that industry must also be raised, 
and then some other industry must raise its wages in order to meet 
the Increased pin es of the first industry. Thus an endless round of 
l&creasing wages anil increasing prices is put in operation. More- 
over, if wages Hie to be fixed upon the basis of the cost of living, it 
will be to the interest of every workman to increase his cost of lie- 
iiu.'. ho that he may get still higher wages. Thus wastefulness and 

extra vaganee would be encouraged, and, with th.- waste, the demand 
for goods would Increase and sost of living further advance. In this 

respect, too, there would he |*1 in motion i udless round of in- 
creasing MragCI anil oOlt of living. Theoretically, a BftgS based on 
the cost or living is plausible; in practice it is impossible of hcooiii. 
p)i«hmeiit, for Hid. advance m on, necessitates an increase in thi- 
ol bur.

Washington — "The American peo- 
plo will be gratified by the official an- 
nouncement from the White House 
that the I'nltcd States has no inten- 
tion of participating in any of the po- 
litical developments In the N'our Kant, 
aud that under no circumstances will 
American forces aid in the defense of 
the Dardanelles," declared the Repub- 
lican Publicity Association. "The fact 
that President Harding has found it 
necessary to reiterate the Independ- 
ence of the United States from Kuro- 
penn entanglements shows that influ- 
ential forces are still at work to in- 
volve America in Old World affairs. 
Every new disturbance abroad Is the 
signal for fresh outbursts en their 
part, necessitating renewed declara- 
tions from the Republican government 
at Washington. 

"No situation that has presented It- 
self in the Old World since the armis- 
tice Is less worthy of American inter- 
ference than the defeat of the Greet* 
and the threat of the Turks to regain 
their old capital. If this country had 
taken a hand in Old World settle- 
ments, there might be some fouuda- 
tion for the present urge that we aid 
in restoring order In Asia Minor. If 
America were responsible fer present 
conditions there. It might be said with 
justice that the I'niied States should 
take a hand In bringing about a set- 
tlement. 

' Hut the fact Is that what we find 
in the Near Kast today is simply the 
result of traditional Kur. peSU diplo- 
macy seen at Its worst. In their pro- 
gressive invasion of Turkish territory 
the Creeks have had the tacit support 
<>f (Ire.-.t Britain, while the opposition 
of Turkey to the Greek Inroads has 
had similar support from Prance 
Various arrangements have been at- 
tempted to satisfy both the Hritlsh and 
French. There was created the neu- 
tral 'Zone of the Straits. - thorwlng the 
Turks back into Asia with the loss of 

their capital. Constantinople, which 
they had held for about 47n years. 
Thrace was turned over to Greece 
with Its capital city. Adrlanople. which 
the Turks had Occupied practically 
loutlnuously for ;>6o years. Greece 
was encouraged to occupy a large por- 
tion of Asia Minor, still further driv- 
ing back the Turks with the loss of 
another of their traditional cities, 
Smyrna, which they had held for about 
500 years. 

"The merits of the diplomacy by 
which Greece, with the approval of 
Great Britain, extended and Increased 
her pressure against the Turks, and 
Turkey, with the approval of France, 
Increased her resistance to the Greeks 
is not for the I'nited States to deter- 
mine. It is none of our business, but 
every intelligent observer in thla 
0( untry knew that an explosion In the 
N • r East was bound to come If such 
tactics were adherred to. Probably Ok 
leading expert on Near Eastern af- 
fairs is Gen. Townshend who led the 
British expedition up the Tigris In the 
war and was captured by the Turks at 
Kut-cl-Amara. He says It is foolhardy 
to hold Constantinople, that It should 
bo returned to the Turks at once and 
all other Turkish terms of peace ac- 
cepted.

Kadio frequency amplification is re 
garded at present as the most interest 
ing subject connected with wirelesi 
telephony, and Charles Kilgour, who 
is In charge of the engineering depart- 
ment of the Crosley Manufacturing 
Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, operators 
of the radio broadcasting station \V L 
\V, has prepared the following inter- 
eating explanation of it. Mr. Kilgour 
has death in terms of the layman and 
made his explanation so simple that a 
beginner may understand every word 
of It. Mr. Kilgour said In part: 

A radio enthusiast is not satisfied 
with a mere definition of radia fre- 
quency amplification. He wants a plan 
o fconstruction, tor a great parj of 
radios fascination is due to the ease 
with which it is possible to try out 
various schemes for making audiblo 
the infinitesimal waves of tho ether 
which constantly are lapping upon 
ou raerials. 

The first essential of a radio fre- 
quency amplifier is a proper vacuum 
tube. Any standard amplifier tube will 
servo. Upon the grid of this tube is 
impressed incoming alternating cur- 
rent. This Is accomplished by -connect- 
ing one side o fthe secondary coil to 
th egrld and the other to the filament 
circul. No grid condenser is used be- 
cause the tube acts as an amplifier 
and not as a rectifier or detector. 

"To cause a vacuum tube to amplify 
propertly the voltage impressed upon 
its grid, it is necessary to place an 
impedance, or resistance, In the plate 
circulat, which is tho connection be- 
tween the plate and the filament. It 
also is necessary to hold the plate at a 
positive potential o fabout 45 volts 
with reBpect to the filament. This is 
accomplished by the familiar 'TV bat- 
tery. 

"The high impedanco required in 
he plate circuit may be obtained in 
several ways. A high ohmic resist- 
ance may be used, but as this has n 
high resistance to direct current it

"An inductance or coil may be used 
to set up the necessary impedance. An 
inductance may have very low ohmic 
resistance and bo not interefere with 
the proper action of the 'B' battery and 
at the some time, due to its reactance 
offer high impedance to an alternating 
current such a swe wish to amplify. 
At the high frequency handled a con- 
lencer or capacity effect is always 
present in a coil. This is equivalent 
to connecting a condenser across the 
terminals of the coil. This capacity, 
together with the Inductance of the 
toil, forms a closed circuit which has 
a natural period of oscillation or is 
resonant at certain frequency. It is 
a peculiar quality of such a circuit 
that is offers a very high resistance to 
an alternating current of the natural 
frequency of the circuit. 

"In other words such a coil intro- 
duced in t lie plate circuit of a vacuum 
tube will have a high impedance to one 
frequency and Will cause currents of 
that frequency to be greatly amplified. 
It Is essential, however, that the am- 
plifier works properly on various wave 
longtha For this reason the ohmic 
resistance of the coil may be increase- 
d. broadening the range of the anilifier 
but materially reducing its efficiency. 

"By far the best solution of the 
problem Is the use of a rather small 
Inductance with a variable condenser 
. nneotod across its terminals. The 
BRUM sort of a cricuit is formed as in 
the last case, but the variable con 
denser make It possible to change the 
natural period of the circuit and so 
amplify a signal of any desire fro 
quency within the range of the con 
denser and coil. The ohmic resistanci 
of such a condenser and call may bo 
very low and paradoxically tho imped- 
ance at resonance as a consequence 
will be extremely high, in fact such 
a circuit is often said to have Infinite 
impedance at resonance. It thus 
serves to bring out the maximum volt- 
age amplification o fthe tube. 

"Not only does this tuned amplifier 
give us the greatest Increase in signal 
strength but it Is very effectlce in 
eliminating interference. This feature 
is rapidly becoming very important 
with the greatly Increased use of radio.
